In the centre ol 
the hall, which was hung round by numerous 
national flags, on the right side, ul.a table 
slightly elevated, sat the noble Hungarian— 
the lion. Mr. Boyd, Speaker Of the House, 
on his right, and on hi? left, the Hon. W. R. 
King, President of the Seuate. Next to Mr. 
King sat the Hou. Daniel Webster, Secre¬ 
tary ftf State. The ltev. Dr. Butler invoked 
the Divine blessing. Everything was well 
arranged, the dinner excellent, and a band of 
music enlivened the scene. The health of 
the President of the United States was drank 
with applause; and when sileuce was restor¬ 
ed, the Secretary of SuSe, tlie Hon. Daniel 
Webster, responded. 

To a sentiment in honor of the Navy ol 
the United States, the Hou. Mr. Stanton, from 
Tennessee, responded in a few brief but 
pertinent remarks.

The small onrticulars to which the 
passion of living men cling with fervent zeal, 
ns if the fragile fingers of men could arrest 
the rotation of Destiny’s wheel—these par¬ 
ticulars die away; it is the issue which makes 
history, aud that issue is always logical.— 
There’ is a necessity of consequences wher- 
e.ver the necessity of position exists. Prin¬ 
ciples are the alpha; they must finish with 
omqga, and they will. 

Tims history may be told often in few 
orils. 

Before yet the heroic struggle of Greece 
first engaged your country’s sympathy for 
the late of freedom iu Europe, then so fur 
distant and now so near, Chateaubriand Imp¬ 
elled to be in Athens, and lie heard from a 
minaret, raised upon the Propylcum’s ruins, 
a Turkish priest in Arabic language announ¬ 
cing the lapse of hours to the Christians of 
Minerva’s town. Wliat immense history iu 
the small fact of a Turkish Iinutii crying out, 
“Pray, pray, the hour is running fast, and 
the judgment draws near! ” 

Sir, there is equally a history of future ages 
written in the honor bestowed by von to my 
humble self. The first Governor of inde¬ 
pendent Hungar., driven from liis native land 
by Russian violence; ail exile on Turkish 
roil, protected by a Mahometan Sultan against 
the blood-thirst of Christian tyrants; cast 
back a prisoner to far Asia by diplomacy; 
rescued from his Asiatic prison by America 
crossing tlie Atlantic charged with the hp|ICS 
of Europe’s oppressed notions; pleading, a 
poor exile, before the people of this great 
Republic his down-trodden country’s wrongs 
ami its intimate connection with the fate of 
the European continent, and, with the bold¬ 
ness of a just cause, claiming the principles 
of the Christian religion to he raised to a law 
of nations; nnd to see not only the boldness 
of the poor exile forgiven, blit to see him 
consoled by the sympathy of millions, en¬ 
couraged by individuals, associations, meet¬ 
ings, cities, and States; supported by opera¬ 
tive aid, anti greeted by Congress and by 
Government ns the nation’s guest; honored 
out of generosity with that honor which only 
one man before him received, nnd t hot man 
received them out of gratitude; with honors 
such as no potentate ever can receive; and 
this banquet here, and the toast which 1 have 
to thank you for—oh! indeed sir, there is a 
history of future ages in all these facts; they 
will go down to posterity in the logicnl con¬ 
sequences of principles which are tho foun¬ 
dation of these facts. 

Sir, though I have the noble pride of my 
principles, and though I have the inspiration 
of cjust cause, still I have alsp the consci¬ 
ence of my personal humility. Never will I 
forget wimt is due from me to the sovereign 
source of my public capacity. This I owe 
to my nation’s dignity ; nnd, therefore, re¬ 
spectfully thanking this highly distinguished 
assembly ill my country’s name, 1 have the 
boldness to say that Hungary well deserves 
jour sympathy—that Hungary has a claim to 
protection, because it has a claim to justice. 
But as to my own humble self, permit me 
humbly to express thnt I am well aware not 
to have in nil these honors any personal share. 
Nay, 1 kuow that eveu that which might 
seem to lie personal in your toast, is only an 
acknowledgment of a historical fact, very in¬ 
structively connected with a principle valua¬ 
ble and dear to every republican heart in the 
United States of America. 

Sir, you were pleased to mention in your 
last that I am uncoiiquered by misfortune, 
and unseduced by ambition. Now it is n 
providential fact that misfortune has the 
privilege to enuoble man’s mind, and to 
strengthen mail’s character. There is a sort 
of natural instinct of human dignity in the 
heart of man, which steels bis very nerves 
not to bend beneath the heavy bluws of great 
adversities. Tlie palm tree grows liest be¬ 
neath a ponderous weighL. Even so the 
character of man. There is no merit in it. 
It is a law of psychology. The petty pnugs 
of small daily cares have often bent the 
character of men, but great misfortunes sel¬ 
dom, Tliere is less danger in ibis than in 
great luck. 

Auil as to ambition, I indeed never was 
able to understand how anybody can more 
love ambition than lilierty. But I am glad 
to state a historical fact ns a principal demon¬ 
stration of that influence which institutions 
exercise upon the character of nations. 

Tlie Hungarians are very fond of the prin¬ 
ciple of municipal self-government, and we 
have a natural horror against the principle 
of centralization. That fond nttntcliment to 
municipal self-government, without which 
there is no provincial freedom possible, is a 
fundamental feature of our national charac¬ 
ter. We bronght it with u? from for Asia a 
thousand years ago, and we conserved it 
throughout the vicissitudes of ten centuries. 
No nation has, perhaps, so much struggled 
and suffered from the civilized Christian 
world as we. We do not complain of this 
lot. It may be heavy, but it is not inglori¬ 
ous. Where the cradle of our Saviour stood, 
and where his divine doctrine was founded, 
there now another faith rules ; and whole 
Europe’s armed pilgrimage could not avert 
this fate from that sacred spot, tier stop the 
rushing wives of Islamism absorbing the 
Christian empire of Constantine, ffe stop¬ 
ped those rushing waves. The breast of my 
nation proved a breakwater to them. We 
guarded Christendom, that Luthers and Cal¬ 
vins might reform it. It was a dangerous 
tune, and the dangers of the time often plac¬ 
ed the confidence of all my nation into one 
man’s haDd; and that confidence gave pow¬ 
er into liis hands to become ambitious. But 
there was not a single instance in our histo¬ 
ry where a man, honored by his people’s 
confidence, bad deceived his people by be¬ 
coming ambitious. The man out of whom 
Russian diplomacy succeeded to make the 
murderer of his nations confidence:—he nev¬ 
er had it, but was rather regarded always 
with distrust. But he gained some victories 
when victories were the moment’s chief ne¬ 
cessity. At the head of an army, circum¬ 
stances placed him in the capacity to ruin 
his country. But he never had the people’s 
confidence'. So even he is no contradiction 
to the historical truth, that no Hungarian 
whom his nation honored with its confidence 


was ever seduced by ambition to become 
dangerous to his country’s liberty. 

That is a remarkable fact, and yet it is not 
accidental: it is the logical consequence of 
the influence of institutions upon the nation¬ 
al character Our nation, through all its 
history, was educated in the school of munic¬ 
ipal self-government, and in such a country 
ambition, having no field, has also no place 
iu man’s character. 

The troth of this doctrine becomes yet 
mb re illustrated by quite a contrary histori¬ 
cal fact in France. Whatever have been the 
changes of Government in that great coun¬ 
try—and many they have been, to be sure— 
we have seen a convention, a directorate, 
consuls, and one consul, and an Emperor, 
and the restoration, and the citizen King, 
and the Republic. Through al! these differ¬ 
ent experiments, centralization was the fnn- 
dameutai tone of tlie institutions of France 
—power always centralized, omnipotence 
always vested somewhere. And retnarka- 
ably, indeed, France has never yet raised one 
single man to the seat of power who has 
not sacrificed his country’s freedom to his 
personal ambition! 

It is sorrowful, indeed, but it is natural.— 

It is in the garden of centralization where 
the venomous plant of ambition thrives. I 
dare confidently affirm, that in your great 
country there exists not a single man through 
whose’brains has ever passed tlie thought 
that he would wish to raise the sent of his 
ambition upon the ruins of your country’s 
liberty, if he could. Such a wish is impos¬ 
sible in the United States. Institutions react 
upon the character of nations. He who 
sows wind, will reap storm. History is the 
revelation of Providence. The Almighty 
roles, by eternal laws, not only the material, 
but the moral world; aud every law is a 
principle, and every principle is a law. Men, 
as well as nations, are endowed with free 
will to choose a principle; but thnt once 
chosen, the consequences must be abided. 

With self-government is freedom, and 
with freedom is justice and patriotism.— 
With centralization is ambition, nnd with 
ambition dwells despotism. Happy your 
great conntry, sir, for being so warmly ad¬ 
dicted to that great principle of self-goveru- 
m nt. Upon this foundation your fathers 
raised a home to freedom more glorious than 
the world has ever seen. Upon this founda¬ 
tion you have developed it to a living won¬ 
der of the world. Happy your great coun¬ 
try, sir, that it was selected by the blessing 
of the Lord to prove the glorious practica¬ 
bility of a federative Union of many Sover¬ 
eign States, all conserving their State rights, 
nnd their self-government, and yet united in 
one—every star beaming with its own lustre, 
but all together one constellation on man¬ 
kind’s canopy. 

Upon thjs foundation your free country lias 
grown to a prodigious power in a surprising¬ 
ly brief period—attracting power in that 
your fundamental principle. You have con¬ 
quered by it more in sevt nty-five years than 
Koine Ivy arms in centuries. Your princi¬ 
ples will conquer the world. By the glori¬ 
ous example of your freedom, welfare and 
security, mankind is about to become con¬ 
scious of its aitn. The lesson you give to 
humanity will not he lost. 

The respet t for State rights in the Federal 
Government of America, and in its several 
Stntes, vtill heroine an instructive example 
for universal toleration, forbearance, and 
justice to the future States and Republics 
of Europe. Upon this basis will he got rid 
of the mischievous question of language na¬ 
tionalities, raised Ivy cunning despotism in 
Europe to murder liberty with. Smaller 
States will find security in the principle of 
federative union, while they will conserve 
their notional freedom by the principle of 
sovereign self-government; and while larger 
States, abdicating the principle of centraliza¬ 
tion, will cease to he a blood-field to san¬ 
guinary usurpation, and a tool to the ambi¬ 
tion of wicked men, municipal institutions 
will insure the development of local partic¬ 
ular elements; freedom, formerly an ab¬ 
stract political theory, will become the house¬ 
hold benefit to municipalities; nnd, out of 
the welfare and contentment of all parts, 
will flow happiness, peace, and security for 
the whole. 

That is my confident hope. These will 
once subside the fluctuations of Germany’s 
fate. It will become tlie heart of Europe, 
not by melting North Germany into a south¬ 
ern frame, or the Soutii into a Northern ; 
not by absorbing historical peculiarities by 
centralized omnipotence; not by mixing in 
one State, but by federating several sover¬ 
eign Stntes into a union like yours. 

Upon a similar basis will take place the 
national regeneration of Sclavonic States, 
and not upon the sacrilegious idea of Pans¬ 
lavism, equivalent to the omnipotence of the 
Czar. Upon a similar basis will we see fair 
Italy independent and free. Not unity, blit 
union, will and must become the watchword 
of national bodies, severed into dissected 
limbs by provincial rivalries, out ol" which a 
flock of despots and common servitude 
arose. To be sure, it will be a noble joy to 
this your great Republic to feel thnt the moral 
influence of your glorious example has op¬ 
erated this happy development in maukimls 
destiny ; and I have not the slightest doubt 
; of the efficiency of your example’s influence, 
j But there is one thing indispensible to it, 

I without which there is uo hope for this hap¬ 
py issue. This indispensible thing is. that 
i the oppressed notions of Europe become the 
’ masters of their future, free to regulate their 
' own domestic concerns: and to this nothing 
j is wanted but to have that “fair play” to all, 

! for all, which you, sir, in your toast, were 
| pleased to pronounce as a right of my na- 
j tiou, alike sanctioned by the law of nations 
i as by the dictates of eternal justice. Witli- 
( out this “ fair play” there is no Tiope for 
j Europe—no hope of seeing spread your ex- 
I amples abroad. 

I Yours is a happy country gentlemen. You 
, had more than fair play. You had active, 

; operative aid from Europe in your struggle 
| for independence, which once achieved; you 
so wisely used as to become a prodigy of 
freedom and welfare, and a book of life to 
nations. 

But we in Europe, we, unhappily, lrive no 
such fair play. YVith us, against every pal¬ 
pitation of liberty, all despots are united in 
a common league. And, to be sure, despots 
never yield to the moral influence ot your 
great example. They hate the very exis- 
tense of this example'. It is the sorrow of 
their thoughts, ami the incubus of their 
dreams. To stop its moral influence abroad, 
and to check its spreading developmental 
home, is what they wish instead of yielding 
to its influence. ... 

We will have no fair play. The Cossack al¬ 
ready rules, by Louis Napoleon’s usurpation, 
to the very borders of the Atlantic ocean. 
One of your great statesmen — now to my 
deep sorrow bound to the sick bed of far- 
advanced age, (alas! that I am deprived of 


the advice which his wisdom could have ini 
parted to me)—your great statesman mid the 
world, thirty years ago, that Paris was trans¬ 
ferred to St. Petersburg. What would he 
now sav, when Petersburg is transferred to 
Paris, and Europe is but an appendix to 
Russia ? 

Alas! Europe can no more secure to Eu¬ 
rope fair play. Albion only remiins; but 
even AJbion casts a sorrowful glance over 
tlie waves. Still we will stand our place, 
“sink or swim, live or die.” You kuow the 
word, it is your own—we will follow it. It 
will be a bloody path to tread. Despots have 
conspired against the world. Terror 
spreads over Enro|>c, and nnticijUning perse¬ 
cution rules. From Paris to I’esh there is a 
gloomy silence, like the silence of nature be¬ 
fore the terrors of a hurricane. 

It is a sensible silence, only disturbed by 
the thousand-fold rattling of muskets, by 
which Napoleon murders that people which 
gave him a home when be was an exile, mid 
by the groans of new martvrs iu Sicily, Mi¬ 
lano, Vienna, and Pesh. The very sympa¬ 
thy which I met in England, and was expect¬ 
ed’ to meet here, throws my sisters into tlie 
dungeons of Austria. Well, God’s will lie 
done ! The heart may break, but duty will 
be done. We will stand our place, though 
to us in Europe tliere be no “ fair play.” — 
But so much I hope, that no just man on 
earth can charge me with unbecoming arro¬ 
gance, when here, on this soil of freedom, I 
kneel down and raise my prayer to God : 

“ Almighty Father of humanity, will Thy 
merciful arm not raise a power on earth to 
protect the law of nations, when there are so 
many to violate it” It is a prayer, and noth¬ 
ing else. What would remain to the op¬ 
pressed. if they were not even permitted to 
pra. ? The rest is in the hand of God. 

Gentlemen, I know where 1 stand. No 
honor, no encouraging generosity, will make 
me ever forget where 1 stand, mid wliul is 
due from me to yon. Here my duty is si¬ 
lently to await what you in your wisdom will 
lie pleased to pronounce about that which 
public opinion knows to be my prayer aud 
iny aim; and be it your will to pronounce, 
or he it your will not to take notice of it, I 
will understand your will and how before it 
with sincere reverence, und will go hack over 
the ocean hopeless, perhaps, but my heart 
full of admiration, love, and gratitude, to 
your generous.people, to your glorious laud. 

But one single word even here 1 may be 
permitted to say — only such a word as may 
secure me from being misunderstood. I 
came to the noble-minded |ieople of the 
United States to claim its generous operative 
sympathy for the impending struggle of op¬ 
pressed freedem on the Europeau continent; 
and I freely interpreted tlie hopes nnd wish¬ 
es which those oppressed nations entertain; 
but as to your great Republic as a State, as n 
power on earth, 1 stand before the statesmen, 
Seuetors, and legislators of that Republic 
only to ascertain from their wisdom aud ex¬ 
perience what is their judgment upon a ques¬ 
tion of national law and international right. 

I hoped and now hope, that they will — by 
the foreboding events on the other great con¬ 
tinent—feel induced to pronounce in time 
their vote about that law and those rights. 
Ami I hoped, and hope, that, pronouncing 
their vote, it will be in favor of broad princi¬ 
ples of international justice, consonant with 
their republican institutions and their demo¬ 
cratic life. 

That is all. I kuow, Europe knows, the 
immense weight of such a pronunciation 
from such a place. But never had I the im¬ 
pious wish to try to entangle this great Re- 
puldic into difficulties inconsistent with its 
welfare, its own security, its owu interest. 

1 rather, rejictitcdly, earnestly, declared that 
a war oil this account by your country is ut¬ 
terly impossible, and a mere phantom. I 
always ileclared that the United Stales, re¬ 
maining masters of their action under every 
circumstance, will act as they judge consis¬ 
tent with the supreme duties of themselves. 
But I said, and say, that sueh a declaration 
of just principles would insure to the nations 
of Europe “ fair play" in their struggle for 
freedom and independence, because the dec¬ 
laration of such a ;>o\ver as your Republic 
is, will lie respected,, even where it should 
not be liked; nnd Europe’s oppressed na¬ 
tions will feel cheered in resolution and 
doubled iu strength to maintain tlie decision 
of their American brethren on their own be¬ 
half, with their own lives. 

There is an immense power in the idea to 
be right, when this idea is sanctioned by a 
nation like yours. And when the forebod¬ 
ing future will liecome present, there is an 
immense field for private benevolence and 
sympathy, upon the basis of tlie broad priu- 
ciplesof international justice pronounced in 
the sanctuary of your people’s collective 
majesty. So much to guard me against mis¬ 
understanding. 

Sir, 1 most earneitly thank you for the ac¬ 
knowledgment that my country has proved 
worthy to lie free. Yes, gemlemeii, I feel 
proud at iny nation’s character, heroism, love 
of freedom, and vitality ; and I bow with 
revereniial awe before the decree of Provi¬ 
dence which placed my country into a posi¬ 
tion that, without its restoration to independ¬ 
ence, there is no possibility for freedom and 
independence of uatious on the European 
Continent. Even what now in France is 
about to pass, proves the truth of this.— 
Every disappointed hope witli which Europe 
looked towards France is n degree more ad¬ 
ded to the importance of Hungary to the 
world. Upon our plains were fought the ae- 
j cisive battles for Christendom ; there will be 

I fought the decisive luittle for the independ¬ 
ence of nations, for Stale rights, for interna¬ 
tional law, and for Democratic lilierty. We 
, will live free or die like men. But should 
tnv people be doomed to die, it will he the 
first whose death will not be recorded as 
suicide, but as a martyrdom for the world ; 
and future ases will mourn oyer the sad fate 
of the Magyar race, doomed to perish, not 
because w'e deserved it, but because in the 
nineteenth century, there was nobody to pro¬ 
tect the laws of nature and of nature’s God. 

But I look to the future with confidence 
and with hope. Adversities manifold of a 
tempest-tossed life could of course not fail 
to impress a mark of cheerlessness upon my 
heart, which, if not a source of joy, is at 
least a guard against sanguine illusions. I, 
j ,or ""'self, would not want the hope of suc- 
| cess for doing what is right. To me the 
| sense of duty would suffice; therefore, when 
I hope, it has nothiug common with that des¬ 
perate instinct of a drowning mau, who, half 
sunk, is still grasping to a straw for help.— 
No ; when I hope there is no motive for that 
hope. I have a steady faith in principles. I 
dare say that experience taught me the logic 
of events in connection with principles. I 
have fathomed the very bosom of this mys¬ 
tery, and nowhere was I deceived in my cal¬ 
culations thereabout. Once in rny life 1 sup¬ 
posed a principle to exist in a certain quar¬ 
ter where, indeed, no principle proved te 





exist. It was a horrible mistake, anti result¬ 
ed in a horrible issue. The present condi¬ 
tion' of Europe is a very consequence of it. 
But precisely, this condition of Europe proves 
that I did not wantonly suppose a principle 
to exist there, where I found none. Would 
it have existed, the consequences could not 


it have existed, the consequences could uot 
have failed to arrive as I have contemplated 
them. Well, there is a Providence in every 
fact. Without this mistake, the principles of

desire union and harmony as at present or¬ 
ganized. But if these are denied them, and 
a disruption comes, they will be found on 
the side of universal liberty, and not tied 
down to the dead putrid, and loathsome 
carcass of slavery.” 

We should certainly think deliverance 
from such a condition would be welcomed 
in any form. How can men with hearts in 


fact. W ithout this mistake, the pri nciplef of 
American republicanism would have lb? a 
long time yet not found a fertile soil on that 
Continent, where it was considered wisdom 
to belong to the French school. Now, mat¬ 
ters stand thus: that either the Continent of 
Europe has no future at all, or this future is 
American republicanism. And who could 
believe that two hundred millions of that 
Continent, which is the mother of civiliza¬ 
tion, are not to have any future at all ? Such 
a doubt would be almost blasphemy ao-ainst 
Providence. But there is a Providence in¬ 
deed—a just, a bountiful Providence. 1 trust 
with the piety of my religion, in it. 1 dare 
say iny very humble self was a contiuual in¬ 
strument of it. How could I else, in such a 
condition os I was born, not conspicuous by 
any pre-eminent abilities, having nothing in 
me more than an iron will Which nothing 
can tend, and the consciousness of being 
right—how could I, under the most arduous 
circumstances, accomplish many a thing 
which my sense of honest dutv "prompted 
me to undertake ? O, there is, indeed, a 
Providence which rules ! And even my be¬ 
ing here, when four months ago 1 was yet a 
prisoner of the leagne of European despots 
in far Asia—and the sympathy which j our 
glorious people honor me with, and the high 
benefit of the welcome of your Congress, 
and the honjr to be vour guest, to be the 
guest of your great Republic—I, the poor, 
humble, unpretending exile; is there not a 
very intelligible manifestation of Providence 
in it—the more, when I rememter that the 
uame of your humble and thankful guest is, 
by the furious rage of the Austrian tyrant, 
to the gallows nailed! 

Your generosity is a loud protestation of 
republican principles against despotism. I ! 
firmly trust to those principles, and relying I 
upon the very fact of your generosity. I ! 
may be permitted to say that that respecta¬ 
ble organ of the free press Was mistaken, i 
which announced that I considered my com¬ 
ing hither to be a failure.

Mr^Editor—Last spring an effort was made 
to dislodge old King Alcohol from his strong 
hold at Morris’s Mills, and to substitute a union 
meeting house and union academy in its stead.

He recommends the purchase of sound 
State stocks, for the redemption of the public 
debt, instead of paying enormous premiums on 
Government securities. 

The excess of exports for the present fiscal 
year over the last, is morn than $43,500,000. 

The tables show that the cotton exports of 
j 1850 yielded, with a short crop, more than the 
previous year by $40,250,000. Breadstuffs 
! have declined more than one-third in tbe aggre¬ 
gate since ’48, and have fallen off from $69,000,- 
| 000 in 1847 to $22,000,000. During five 
m ° nth s of the present fiscal rear twenty-seven 
and a half millions of specie hsve been export ed. 

Mr. Corwin urges a modification of the tariff 
under the existing circumstances of excessive 
importations of merchandise and exports of spe¬ 
cie, as a means of safety.

provides, viz : First offence, $10 and cost, 2,62. 
Second offence, $20, cost 2,62. And for hav¬ 
ing liquor in his possession for purposes of sale, 
forfeiture and destruction of liquor (one barrel 
and one keg) a fine $20, cost 5,79—total $61,03. 
The other complaint was against Wit. Coyle, 
for having liquor in his dwelling-house tor 
the purposes of sale. On this, four barrels 
were found and seized, and declared forfeited 
and destroyed, and Coyle fined §20 and cost, 
19,29 — total $39,29. This we call a good days 
work, considering the difficulty of getting into 
dwelling-houses, to make a seizure. The infer¬

TO THAW OUT FROZEN PUMPS. 

The best Vay that has ever yet beetijmind 
to secure a log pump from freezing, is to 
have a steam box from the platform to the 
nose a foot square, and connected with the 
pump so that the pump shall make one side 
of the box, and an aperture through the pint- 
form to let the steam into it from the well. 

This plan keeps the wafer cool through 
the summer, and the steam from the water 
in the well rises into the box and prevents 
the pump from freezing in winter, provided 
there is a tight platform and properly secured 
around it. Many pumps have a vent under 
the platform. Some let off by rising the 
handle, which brings the upper box iu con¬ 
tact with the lower valve so as to open it. 
If a pump through negligence, gets frozen, 
it is a very easy matter to tlmw it out if one 
knows how. Some will heat iron bars and 
put in, some will put in salt, and either of 
these will do the work if one has patience. 
But the quickest and easiest way, is, to use 
a 1-2 or 3-4 inch lead pipe and boiling hot 
water. A pump that is frozen 10 feet solid, 
may be thawed out in 10 minutes, by having 
a pipe to reach as low as it is frozen. Pin 
one end of the pipe down the pump on the 
ice, swell the other lo admit a tunnel, pour 
in the hot water, and the way the pipe set¬ 
tles down is a caution to one that holds it. 
There is a current of hot water acting on 
the ice, which does its work and rises out¬ 
side. A barrel of hot water may be turned 
iu without a pipe, and it will penetrate but a 
little depth before running off. 

Remarks.—T hese “few plain ideas,” as 
our correspondent calls them, ore just what 
are wanted. Dozens of pumps are ruined 
every year for want of knowledge how to 
thaw diem out when frozen. The same 
method of thawing will apply to sink spouts. 
—New England Farmer.
